1.2 First Appearance 

While many users believe Volatile first appeared during September 2013, it 
was actually first tested in June of that same year. This version was hacked 
together with a chatango client and some duct tape. It was first linked posted 
in a thread on 4chan’s /a/ board.

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1.3 September Beta Launch

A simple picture of Yuki Nagato holding a mouse in the air with the 
words “File Sharing thread” was in the OP and a link to a room named 
/g/entoomen was provided^ 


And thus Volatile came to life.

1.4 Volatile gets a new server AKA 

Whoops! Finland- Chan overloaded the 
server! 

(Ask Lain probably happened between oct-dec.) Yui decided it would be a 
good idea to upload as much as he could to the Volatile servers, resulting in 
the hilarious situation of the servers running out of harddrive space. Users 
were unable to upload any hies to the full servers and Volatile’s filesharing 
ground to a stand still. Shortly after this incident Lain decided to invest in 
a second hie storage server for Volahle, a number which has grown over time 
to four.

It was November 4th and Lain felt that he was ready for some more users, he 
decided it would be a good idea to make himself a thread on Hacker New^J 
What resulted from this was the servers being pushed to max capacity as 
hundreds of curious people invaded Volatile. Lain was forced to limit the 
max users per room to 300 and then to 100 as users spilled out from their 
Hacker News Volaroom and into the /g/entoomen room (and others) in order 
to prevent his poor servers from overloading. 


1.6 The Great Japanese Immigration 

One day out of the blue, Volatile received an influx of unexpected visitors, the 
Japanese. As it turns out a popular Japanese blog had discovered Volatile and 
written an article about it, this obviously caused the eyes of many Japanese 
to turn on Volatile. A decent portion of /g/entoomen being filthy weebs (at 
the time), they of course were both over joyed and highly amused as the 
Japanese users attempted to communicate with them. 

1.7 A new invader appears, Morocco attacks!

Worth noting is her dedication to singing whatever the users uploaded, even 
when endless hordes of David Bowie songs were added to her playlist she 
never gave up. 

Her knack for picking the right song for occasion was impeccable, often sur-

3.1 Moderators 


Lain 

Creator of Volatile, currently runs the site from his homebase in Germany. 
Used to go by the name of System. Known for suddenly appearing in chat 
and telling everyone he is about to restart the servers, throwing the chat into 
disarray. Also known for removing Radio-tan, implementing unrequested 
features at random (while ignoring the requested oncf0 and having a pretty 
kawaii German accent. 

PTC 

Likes shekels, known to be trollish. PTC was the first person to help Lain 
with the development of Volatile, having met Lain beforehand when PTC 
posted a site he had made in a thread on /g/. Lain proceeded to troll PTC’s 
thread and eventually an unbreakable]^] friendship was formed.

Some viewed 
his methods as going too far, while others believed them within the bounds of 
acceptable moderation. As of present day, lgl88 has retired from moderating 
by his own choice and still frequents /g/entoomen.

Long time user and more recently moderator, DaVinci is known for his spo- 
radic outbursts of text, which are to some, nonsense.

eee was a moderator who was not often in the spotlight, and is currently 
retired from the position. 

Currently known for lusting after a bewildered (but reciprocal) bbaka, the 
BEARSBEARSBEARS incident is forgotten by most.
